Formed by Local Societies. 


WEETINGS HELD IN SECRET 


Plans of Federation Not Complete— 
Grab Legislation to be Watched— 
Political Activity Possible. 


Representatives of reform organizations 
and civic clubs have practically complet- 
ed details for forming an inner council 
which will be known as “The Council 
of Civic Organizations in the City of New 
York,” and which will have for its ob- 
ject the centralization of effort of the 
various bodies in movements of political 
and civic benefit. Primarily the object 
of the organization is to concentrate its 
opposition to “ grab” railroad and like 
legislation at Albany this Winter, 
there is every indication that the council 
will develop strong political tendencies as 
the Mayoralty campaign draws near. 


Preliminary meetings have been held in | 


secret and articles of federation have been 
drawn up and discussed, In all of the 
preliminary moves representatives of the 
Citizens’ Union, of the City Club, the New 
York Board of Trade and Transportatjon, 


the East Side Civic Club, the West End | 


Association, the Transit Reform Com- 


mittee of One Hundred, the Morningside 


and Riverside Heights Associations, and | 
like bodies have been present, and Travis | 


H. Whitney, assistant Secretary of the 
Citizens’ Union, has acted as the Secre- 
tary of these council meetings. 

As proposed, the council will consist of 
two delegates from euch of the civic 
bodies admitted to membership. They will 
serve interms of one year each, and be- 
fore entering the council finally each 
constituent body will have to ratify the 
articles of federation submitted to it. 

It is intended to have the council hold 
meetings cvery two weeks, and act upon 
any public matter which may present 
itself at the time. Such action, as soon 
ag decided upon, will have che backing of 


the different organizations party to the | 
The widest possibile latitude is 
planned fcr the council, which is expected | 


council. 


to take an active part in all political 
movements affecting the election of city 


tickets, as well as to oppose all legisla- | 


tion directed against the interests of the 
city. 

The ‘Council itself will elect an Execu- 
tive Committee which will have its repre- 
sentatives at Albany during the legislat- 
ive sessions to scrutinize every bill In- 
troduced and to give publicity to obnox- 
ious measures. 

According to present plans the council 
will not be confined to organizations of 
any one borough, but will be made to in- 
clude all Greater New York. The organ- | 
ization first was suggested by the com- 
bined action of some forty-odd different 
bodic which got together last Winter | 
and opposed railroad bills in the Legis- 
lature. Definite announcement concern- 
ing the council is promised before the 
end of this week. 


CONFER ON RAINES LAW. 


Steps Taken at City Club for Change; 
‘» Hotel Measure. 


In response to a call from the Civic} 
Committee of the City Club a conference | 
of representatives from twenty-six civic| 
bodies interested in the wiping out of the! 
abuses that have grown up with the | 
Raines law hotels was held at the City | 
Club yesterday afternoon. Police Com- 
missioner McAdoo and District Attorney | 
Jerome, who had been invited to be pres- 
ent, both sent regrets that they were un- 
able to attend the meeting owing to press- | 
ing business. But about eighty men and| 
women were present, and at the end of the 
conference agreed to the appointment of | 
a committee to draw up such an amend- 
ment to the law as would result in a} 
change in the method of the granting of | 
hotel licenses, so that no license should 


be issued to a hotel keeper until he fur- | 


nished the Excise Board with certificates 
showing that he had complied with 
the State laws as to hotels and all the lo- 
ca] ordinances of the Building and Health 


Departments as to the construction of his | 


building. 

By the passage of such a law wv - 
rence Veillier, Secretary of the City (lub;

Bennet, T. De Quincy Tully of the Brook- 
lyn Law Enforcement Society;

File Complete Statement 
of Receipts.

M. Cockrell, ‘did not file a complete 
statement of receipts of his committee "’ 
in the recent campaign as required by law, 
but “no direct evidence has been offered 
to show that contributions to the Re- 
publican State campaign fund by St. 
Louis brewers were for the purpose of in- 
fluencing legislation,” according to a par- 
tial report of the Senate investigation 
committee made to-night. 

The partial report to the Senate from 
its committee is signed by all members 


{of the committee, including two Repub- 


lican Senators. It finds in substance: 

That Niedringhaus in his official veri- 
fied statement of receipts and expenses 
of his committee entered among the re- 
ceipts an item of $21,237.51 accredited to 
himself; that $2,500 of the $21,237.51 was 
contributed by the Anheuser-Busch Brew- 
ing Association unconditionally, and later 
$10,000 by Adolphus Busch, with the un- 
derstanding that these sums were to be 
refunded if the amounts should be pro- 
cured Jater from the Republican National 
that for the repayment of 
these sums Niedringhaus was in no wise 
personally liable; that no mention of 
these sums in detail Is made in Niedring- 
haus’s verified statement. 

The committee finds that Otto F. Sti- 
'fel agreed to pay Niedringhaus on de- 
$6,250, and this money was ad- 
vanced by Niedringhaus as Acting Treas- 
urer, but he failed to show that fact in 
his statement of campaign receipts.

INVISIBLE FIRE IN A WALL. 


Thirty-three Men Overcome and $400,- 
000 Damage Caused in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 16.—Despite the united 
efforts of the greater portion of the Fire 
Department of Chicago an invisible fire in 
the beef storage department of Schwarz- 
schild & Sulzberger’s plant at the Stock 
Yards has produced dense smoke for more 
than twenty-four hours, causing the 
temporary asphyxiating of thirty-three 
firemen and helpers, and a loss by fire 
on the building and by smoke on the beef 
of $400,000. 

Although smoke 
pour out of the burning building in 
clouds, no sign of a blaze has been seen 
by the firemen since the fire started Sun- 
day evening. The fire is in an eight-foot 
sawdust wall, used to retain cold 
mosphere.

GOT RUNAWAY FIRE HORSES. 


Engine Hit Curb and Spilled Company 
—Then Animals Started. 


With a five-ton engine swaying and 
swinging at their heels, a driverless team 
of fire horses sped madly for seven blocks 
through busy Manhattan Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, yesterday afternoon, spreading terror 
and panic along the way. Hotly pursuing 
was a tender, with the driver standing 
over his straining and striving span, urg- 
ing them with voice and blow to their | 
best effort. This spectacle, which thrilled | 
the avenue, was an incident of.a tenement 
house fire, rich in excitement and pro- 
ductive ef injury to two firemen. 

The blaze was in a row of four-story | 
tenements on Cook Street, between Ever- | 
green Avenue and Bogart Street. One of | 
the engines which responded to the two 
alarms sounded was Isngine 116, the quar- 
ters of which are in Scholes Street. Turn- 
ing into Manhattan Avenue at Scholes 
Street, Driver James -Leonard saw a 
grocer’s delivery wagon trying to cross 
in front of him. There was one of only 
two things for Leonard to do—crash into 
the wagon and cause a bad wreck or take 
to the sidewalk and trust to luck. He 
chose the sidewalk. As his team swung 
to the right the forward wheels of the 
engine struck the curb and Leonard was 
hurled headlong from his seat. He sus- 
tained severe injuries. Capt. Marks and 
Engineer Wolf, who were riding in the 
rear, were also thrown to the street. Left 
driverless, the team sped on for a few 
yards on the sidewalk, then took to the 
middle of the street. A cry of warning 
rang down the street, and drivers and 
pedestrians fled for safety. With the 
smcke-belching engine rumbling and 
clanking behind them, the runaways flew 
down the street, knocking wagons to right 
and left, and scattering everything before 
them in panic. 

When the runaways started on their 
wild flight the tender of the engine, in 
charge of Driver James Matthcwsa, 
rounded from Scholés Street into Mr -_- 
hattan Avenue. Capt. Marks and -_ungli- 
neer Wolf. who had escaped unhurt, 
jumped upon the tender and a pursuit of 
the runaways was on. The engine horses 
had half a block start, but Matthewson’s 


team were good, game beasts and went 
after the mad pair with a will. It was a 
chase which thrilled. Matthewson drove 
with a daring that lifted the hair on the 
heads of onlookers. Time and again “ rat~ 
tled’’ drivers swung their rigs across the 
path, but swinging swiftly to the right ot 
left he escaped them, lightly banging into 
some, just shaving others. At iegel 
Street Matthewson, his team wet and 
steaming, overhauled the runaways. Then 
the crowd saw a feat which made it yell. 

Racing alongside the flying engine, the 
tender sped On with it, almost hub to hub,

had said to Driver Matthewson, and Mat- 
thewson understood. 

When the teams were neck and neck 
Marks made a sudden spring and, claw- 


ing for a hold, landed on the driver's seat 
on the engine. He slipped, but caught 
himself and was safe. Securing the reins 
he soon had the runaways under control. 
Then, seeing that the engine was practi- 
cally uninjured, Marks, without stopping, 
drove it to the scene of the fire. 

The fire started in the cellar of the 
house 220 Cook Street. It extended swift- 
ly to 222, 224, 226, and 228 Cook Street, 
and forty families were driven out in 
panic. While a squad of firemen was 
at work on the roof of 220 Cook Street 
Fireman Sylvester Schneffdecker of En- 
gine Company 137 slipped and fell down 
an airshaft. He was so badly injured that 
it is feared he cannot recover. The fire 
destroyed the interior of the building in 
which it started and caused considerable 
damage to the adjoining houses.

boycott nonsense, in trying to force 
people to buy what they do not want. 

If a man has labor to sell let him 
sell it at the best price he can get, 
just as he would sell wheat, but he 
has no right to even intimate that 
he will obstruct the business, or at- 
tempt its ruin because the owner 
will not purchase of him. 


The unions have become so tyran- 
nous and arrogant with their despot- 
ism that a common citizen who has 
some time to spare and innocently 
thinks he has a right to put a little 
paint on his own house finds he must 
have that paint taken off and put on 
again by “the union” or all sorts of 
dire things happen to him, his em- 
ployer is ordered to discharge him, 
his grocer is boycotted if he fur- 
nishes him supplies, his family fol- 
lowed and insulted, and his life made 
more miserable than that of a black 
slave before the war. If he drives a 
nail to repair the house or barn the 
carpenter’s “union” hounds him. 
He takes a pipe wrench to stop a 
leaking pipe and prevent damage to 
his property, and the plumbers’ 
“union” does things to him. He 
cannot put a little mortar to a loose 
brick on his chimney or the brick- 
layers’, plasterers’, or hodcarriers’ 
“union” is up in arms, and if he 
carelessly eats a loaf of bread that 
has no “union” label on it, the ba- 
kers’ “union” proceeds to make life 
miserable for him. 


‘ 

So the white slave is tied hand and 
foot, unable to life a hand to better 
himself or do the needful things, 
without first obtaining permission 
from some haughty, ignorant, and 
abusive tyrant of some labor union. 

It would all seem rather like a 
comic opera, if it did not rob people 
of thelr freedom; that kind of work 
will not be permitted long in Amer- 
ica. . 

Some smooth managers have built 
up the labor trust in the last few 
years, to bring themselves money 
and power, und by managing work- 
men have succeeded in making it 
possible for them to lay down the 
law in some cities and force work- 
men and citizens to “obey” implic- 
itly, stripping them right and left 
of their liberties. 

They have used boycotting, pick- 
eting, assaults, dynamiting of prop- 
erty, and murder to enforce their or- 
ders and rule the people. They have 
gone far enough to order the Presi- 
dent to remove certain citizens from 
office because the “ unions” werén’t 
pleased. 

That means they propose to make 
the law of the unions, replace the 
law of this government, and the 
union leaders dominate even the 
Chief Executive. » 

This is a government of and for 
the people, and no organization or 
trust shall displace it. But the 
unions try it every now and tlien, 
led by desperate men, as shown in 
their defiance of law and support of 
lawbreakers. 

The “union” record of assaults, 
crippling of men, and even women 
and children, destruction of proper- 
ty, and murder of American citizens 
during the past 2 years is perhaps 
10 times the volume of crime—and 
abuse perpetrated by slave owners

to stand idly by while our American 
citizens are abused, crippled, and 
murdered in dozens and hundreds by 
an organization or trust, having for 
its purpose, thrusting what it has to 
sell (labor) upon us whether or no. 
Suppose an American in a foreign 
city should be chased by a mob, 
caught, and beaten unconscious, then 
his mouth pried open and carbolic 
acid poured down his throat, then 
his ribs kicked in and his face weil 
Stamped with iron-nailed shoes, mur- 
dered because he tried to earn bread 





for his children, $y the Eternal, 
Sir, a fleet of Armerican men-of-war 
would assemble there, clear for ac- 
tion, and blow something off the 
face of the earth, if reparation were 
not made for the blood of one of our 
citizens, 

And what answer do we make to 
the appeals of the hundreds of wid- 
Ows and orphans of those Americans 
murdered by labor unions? How do 
we try to protect the thousands of 
intelligent-cigizens who, with reason, 
prefer not to join any labor union 
and be subject to the tyranny of the 
heavily paid rulers of the labor 
trusts? 

Upon a firm refusalsoy Mr. Post to 
join this criminal conspiracy a gen- 
eral boycott was ordered on Grape- 
Nuts and Postum all over the coun- 
try, which set the good red blood of 
our ancestors in motion, bringing 
forth the reply that has now passed 
into history: ‘‘ We refuse to join any 
conspiracy of organized labor to ruin 
publishers, nor will we discharge 
any of our trusted employes upon the 
orders of any labor union. If they 
can make their boycott effective and 
sink our ship, we will go down with 
the Captain on the bridge and in 
command,” 

This set the writers in labor pa- 
pers crazy, and they redoubled their 
abuse. Finally one of their official 
organs came out with a large double- 
column denunciation of Battle Creek, 





calling it “‘a running sore on the 
face of Michigan,” because it would 
not become “ organized ’’ and pay in 
dues to their labor leaders. The 
usual coarse, villainous epithets com- 
mon to labor union writers were in- 
dulged in. 

The result was to weld public sen- 
timent in Battle Creek for protection. 
A citizens’ association was started 
and mass meetings held. Good citi- 
zens who happened to be members of 
local unions in some cases quit the 
unions entirely, for there is small 
need of them there. 

The working people of Battle Creek 
are of the highest order of Ameri- 
can mechanics. The majority are 
not union members, for? practically 
all of the manufacturers have for 
years declined to employ union men 
because of disturbances about 11 
years ago, and the union men now in 
the city are among the best citizens. 

No city in the State of Michigan 
pays as high average wages as Bat- 
tle Creek, no city of its size is as 
prosperous, and no city has so large 
a proportion of the best grade of 
mechanics who own their own homes. 

So the work people massed togeth- 
er with the other citizens in the or- 
ganization of the Citizens’ Ass’n, 
with the following preamble and 
constitution: 

Whereas from 1891 to 1894 the 
strikes instigated by Labor Unions 
in Battle Creek resulted in the de- 
struction of property and loss of. 
large sums of money in wages that 
would have been expended here; and, 

Whereas, these acts caused serious 
damage to the city and in a marked 
way delayed its progress at that 
time; and, 

Whereas, since the year 1894 the 
citizens have been enabled, by public 
sentiment, to prevent the recurrence 
of strikes and Labor Union disturb- 
ances Which have been prevalent 
elsewhere; and, 

Whereas, the employers of this city 
have steadfastly refused to place the 
management of their busihess under 
the control of Labor Unions, but 
have maintained the highest stand- 
ard of wages paid under like condi- 
tions anywhere in the United States, 
and hereby unanimously declared 
their intent to continue such policy; 
and the employes of this city, a large 
percentage of whom own homes and 
have families reared and educated 
under conditions of peace and the 
well-earned prosperity of steady em- 
ployment, have steadfastly main- 
tained their right as free American 
citizens to work without the dicta- 
tion and tyranny of Labor Union 
leaders, the bitter experience of the 
past offering sufficient reason for a 
determined stand for freedom; and, 

Whereas, the attitude of the citi- 
zens on this subject has been the 
means of preserving peaceful condi- 
tions and continuous prosperity in 
marked contrast to the conditions 
existing in other cities suffering 
from the dictation of Trades Union- 
ism; it is therefore, 

Resolved, that the continuance of 
peace and prosperity in Battle Creek

First--To insure, so far as possible, 
a permanent condition of peace, 
prosperity, and steady employment 
to the people of Battle Creek. 

Second—To energetically assist in 
maintaining law and ordef at all 
times and under all conditions. 
Third---To protect its members in 
their rights to manage their property 
and to dispose of their labor in a le- 
gal, lawful manner without restraint 
or interference. 

lFourth—To insure and permanent- 
ly maintain fair, just treatment, one 
= another in all the relations of 
ife. 

Fifth—To preserve the _ existing 
right of any capable person to ob- 
tain employment and sell his labor, 
without being obliged to join any 
particular church, secret society, la- 
bor union, or any other organization, 
and to support all such persons in 
their efforts to resist compuisory 
methods on the part of any organized 
body whatscever. 

Sixth—To promote among employ- 
ers a spirit of fairness, friendship, 
and desire for the best interests of 
their employes, and to promote 
among workmen the spirit of indus- 
try, thrift, faithfulness to their em- 
ployers, aud good citizenship. 

Seventh—To so amalgamate the 
public sentiment of all of the best 
citizens of Battle Creek that a guar- 
antee can be given to the world of a 
continuance of peaceful conditions, 
and that under such guarantee and 
protection manufacturers and capi- 
talists can be induced to locate their 
business enterprises in Battle Creek. 

Then follow articles relating to 
membership, officers, duties, etc., 
etc., etc. 

This constitution has been signed 
by the great majority of representa- 
tive citizens, including our work- 
people. 

A number of manufacturers from 
other cities, where they have been 
suffering all sorts of indignities, in- 
convenience, and losses from the gen- 
eral hell of labor union strikes, pick- 
eting, assaults, and other interfer- 
ence, proposed to move, providing 
they could be guaranteed protection. 

The subject grew in importance 
until it has reached a place where 
absolute protection can be guaran- 
teed by the citizens‘of Battle Creek 
on the following broad and evenly 
balanced terms, which guarantees to 
the workman and to the manufactur- 
er fairness, justice, steady work, 
and regularity of output. 

The new-coming manufacturer 
agrees to maintain the standard 
rate of wage paid elsewhere for like 
service, under similar conditions, the 
rate to be determined from time to 
time from well-authenticated reports 
from competing cities, The tabulated 
wage reports issued by the Govern- 
ment Department of Commerce and 
Labor can also be used to show the 
standard rate, and it is expected 
later on that this government bureau 
will furnish weekly reports of the 
labor market from different centres, 
so that the workman, when he is 
ready to sell his labor, and the em- 
ployer, when he is ready to buy, may 
each have reliable information as to 
the market or ruling price. 

The new-coming manufacturer also 
agrees to maintain the sanitary and 
hygienic conditions provided for by 
the State laws and to refrain from 
any lockouts to reduce wages below 
the standard, reserving to himself the 
right to discharge any employee for 
cause, 

The Citizens’ Association on its 
part agrees to furnish, in such num- 
bers as it is possible to obtain, first- 
class workmen who will contract to 
sell their labor at the standard price 
for such period as may be fixed upon, 
agreeing not to strike, picket, as- 
sault other workmen, destroy prop- 
erty, or do any of the criminal acts 
common to labor unionism. Each 
workman reserving to himself the 
right to quit work for cause, and the 
Citizens’ Association further pledges 
its members to use its associated 
power to enforce the contracts be- 
tween employer and employee and to 
act en masse to uphold the law at all 
times. 

The new industries locating in Bat- 
tle Creek will not start under any 
sort of labor union domination what- 
soever, but will make individual con- 
tracts with each employee, those con- 
tracts being fair and equitable and 
guaranteed on both sides. 

Thus from the atuses of labor 
unions and their ins efforts to 
ruin every one who donot “ obey ”’ 
has evolved this plan, which replaces 
the old conditions of injustice, lock- 
outs, strikes, violence, loss of money 
and property, and general industrial 
warfare; and 
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munity pledged by public sentiment 
and private act to restore to each 
man his ancient right to “ peace, 
freedom, and the pursuit of happi- 
ness.”’ 

Other cities will be driven to pro- 
tect their work people, merchants, 
and citizens, as well as their indus- 
tries from the blight of strikes, vio- 
lence, and the losses brought on by 
labor unionism run amuck, by adopt- 
ing the “Battle Creek plan,” but 
this city offers industrial peace now 
with cheap coal and good Waicr, 
first-class railroad facilities, and the 
best grade of fair, capable, and 
peaceable mechanics known.

Identification, 

The public should remember that 
there are a few Labor Unions con- 
ducted on peaceful lines, and in pro- 
portion as they are worthy they 
have won esteem, for we, as a people, 
are strongly in sympathy with any 
right act that has for its purpose 
better conditions for wage workers. 
But we do not forget that we seek 
the good of all and not those alone 
who belong to some organization, 
whereas even the law-abiding unions 
show undeniable evidences of tyran- 
ny and oppression when they are 
strong enough, while many of the 
unions harbor and encourage crim- 
inals in their efforts to force a yoke 
of slavery upon the American people. 
As a public speaker lately said: 
“The arrogance of the English King 
that roused the fiery eloquence of 
Otis, that inspired the immortal dec- 
laration of Jeffersqn, that left War- 
ren dying on the slopes of Bunker 
Hill, was not more outrageous than 
the conditions that a closed shop 
would force upon the community. 
These men burst into rebellion ‘ when 
the King did but touch their pock- 
ets.” Imagine, if you can, their indig- 
nant protest had he sought to pro- 
hibit or restrict their occupation or 
determine the conditions under which 
they should earn their livelihood,” 
and to assault, beat, and murder 
them, blow up their houses, and poi- 
son their food if they did not submit. 
The public should also remember 
that good, true American citizens 
can be found in the unions, and that 
they deprecate the criminal acts of 
their fellow-members, but they are 
often in bad company. 

Salt only hurts sore spots. So, the 
honest, law-abiding union man is not 
hurt when the criminals are de- 
nounced, but when you hear a union 
man “holler” because the facts are 
made public, he has branded himself 
as either one of the lawbreakers or 
a sympathizer, and therefore with 
the mind of the lawbreaker, and 
likely to become one when opportun- 
ity offers. That is one reason em- 
ployers decline to hire such men. 


A short time ago inquiry came 
from the union forces to know if Mr. 
Post would “keep still” if they 
would call off the boycott on Post- 
um and Grape-Nuts. 

This is the reply: ‘“‘ The labor trust 
has seen fit to try to ruin our busi- 
ness because we would not join its 
criminal conspiracy. We are plain 
American citizens, and differ from 
the labor union plan in that we do 
not force people to strike, picket, 
boycott, assault, blow up property, 
or commit murder. 

“We do not pay thugs $20 to break 
in the ribs of any man who tries to 
support his family, nor $30 for an 
eye knocked out. 

‘We try to show our plain, honest 
regard for sturdy and independent 
workmen by paying the highest 
wages in the State. 

‘We have a steady, unvarying re- 
spect for the law-abiding, peaceable 
union man, and a most earnest desire 
to see him gain power enough to 
purge the unions of their criminal 
practices that have brought down 
upon them the righteous denuncia- 
tion of a long-suffering and outraged 
public, but we will not fawn, truckle, 
bend the knee, wear the hated col- 
lar of white slavery, the union label, 
nor prostitute our American citizen- 
ship under ‘orders’ of any labor 
union. 

“You offer to remove the restric- 
tion on our business and with ‘ union’ 
gold choke the throat and still the 
voice raised in stern denunciation of 
the despotism which tramples be- 
neath an iron-shod heel the freedom 
of our brothers. 

“You would gag us with a silver bar 
and muffle the appeal to the Ameri- 
can people to harken to the cries for 
bréad of the little children whose 
faithful fathers were beaten to death 
while striving to earn food for them. 

“Your boycott may perhaps suc- 
ceed in throwing our people out of 
work and driving us from business, 
but you cannot wrench from us that 
priceless jewel, our fathers fought 
for and ich ry true son guards 
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“ A revelation to those whe o 
noi know his work and canton 
to those who do.’ /era//.
